REDUCING ftlBK IX OPERATIONS. 


One of the standard Jokes aimed 


at the ttedlcal profession was where 
the surgeon 
made the statement 


that "the operation itself was a suc- 
cess, but unfortunately the patient 
died." 


I don't want to spoil that joke be- 
ause It still sounds all right, but 


the fact remain* that an operation 
Is often a matter of life and death 
abd must be performed, even if the 
patient is In a poor condition physi- 
cally, with severe heart disease. 


A New York anaesthetist tells us 


that before operating oh cases where 
there is the complication of a heart 
ailment, measures are now taken to 
prevent shock 
before and during 


operation, and to use "supportive" 
measures before, during, and after 
the operation. 


Aa you know. In years past, men 


and women with surgical conditions 
such as cancer, went on to a linger- 
ing death therefrom, rather than 
face the chance of immediate death 
from the shock of an operation. Now 
the surgeon and the anaesthetist will 
tackle such* cases "because of the suc- 
cess attained by "Judicious manage- 
ment, ot the patient before, during, 
and after the operation." 


Where the patient has a poor 


heart, and the operation is likely to 
take considerable time, a transfusion 
of good blood 
Is done before 
the 


operation, even although the patient 
Is well nourished and appears to 
have plenty, of good blood. 
This 


extra amount of blood keeps the 


ils 
distended 
and 
prevents 


shock.
